RULING  OF  THE  COMMISSION 


Relative  to  simulating  the  color  and  designs  of  cars  with  special 
design  or  marking  operated  as  taxicabs. 


Attention  of  The  Public  Service  Commission  has  been  directed 
to  proceedings  of  the  courts  of  Philadelphia  County,  restraining 
certain  individuals  from  so  painting  and  marking  their  taxicabs  as 
to  simulate  the  cars  of  the  Yellow  Cab  Company  of  Philadelphia. 

It  is  the  sense  of  the  Commission,  and  it  hereby  declares,  that  any 
acts  by  applicants  for  Certificates  of  Public  Convenience,  or  by  per- 
sons or  corporations  to  whom  certificates  have  been  or  may  be  grant- 
ed, of  the  marking,  painting,  or  designing  their  cars,  so  as  to  simu- 
late cars  of  sirecial  design  or  markings,  operated  by  other  certificate 
holders,  or  any  other  act  intended  to  invite  patronage  by  deception, 
will  be  considered  as  sufficient  ground  for  the  rejection  of  appli- 
cations or  the  revocation  of  certificates.
